yne was born, probably in Virginia, abcut 1755. 

He is believed to have died in eitier 196 or 1837 in Brunswick 

County, Virginia. His parentage has not been definitely proven 

but Carl Debs Lynch has theorized from his vast research that . 

John Linch of Berte County, North Carolina, was the father of 

William Lynch who married Rachel Steed and that their son was 

the said William Lynch or Virginia. 
He was married four times during his life but the names 

of all but his last ditto are unknown. His wife Eliza Lynch is 

mentioned in his will. No other facts are known about Eliza 

except that she was probably the last wife of William Lynch. 
William Lynch is known to have served his country faith- 

fully during the American Revolutionary War.. This fact is 

proven by a statement in an act of the Virginia General Keven 

bly passed 9 February, 1827. The General Assembly notes that 

"he was a soldier in the War of the Revolution and has been 

through life an upright and useful citizen." The records otf' 

the DAR show that he pondered service during the Revolution 

under the "Gommissioners of Provisions ben". He is said to 

‘have contributed beef to the cause to- support ‘thie troops and 

- ald their survival and not to have been an active suiaiew.. : s 

bearing arms. Acting in the capacity of Patriot, he not only 

gave supplies, but aided the Continental — by transporting 


the sick and wounded, provisions, and guns. He is said to be 


listed in the Virginia State Library at Richmond as a Revolu- 
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tionary Patriot, Brunswick County, Virginia. He is said to have 
aided the troops of Lafayette, Baron Von Steuben, Gonayul felsoh, 
General Greene, General Washington, and others. 

The occupation of William Lynch was that of farming. He. 
owned a plantation and lands at the eine of his death, but its 
size is undertermined. He wae tie father ot at least tnirty- 
four legitimate children. It is said that he had seventeen sons 
employed by the government at one time. These included federal 
offices, state offices, and the military. At this time, 9 February 
1827, the Virginia General Assembly passed an act exempting William 
Lynch from payment of all taxes for the remainder of his life in 
view of his record of loyal service at the time of the War of the 
Revolution and the fact that the support of his thirty-four 
children, tuenivwcwsen, of whom were now living, and his age 
factor, had made him a poor man. It was also stated that he had 
a@ young and healthy wife who gave him every hope of increasing 
his numerous progeny. 

William Lynch's will was dated 1 January 1833, and probated 
in the August court term, 1837, in Brunswick County, Virginia. 
He signed this will with his mark, giving indication that he 
was uneducated. The were mentioned his wife, Eliza Lynch and 
twenty-three of his children by name. This is the only avail- 
able list of his children and is not somata, It also mentioned 
@ granddaughter, Jincey A. H. Lynch.

Baptist Choreh Cemetery, near the Rutharford-Fotk County Vine" 
in Ruthebford County. | 

He married, 1 January 1804, at Rutherford County, .North 


Carolina, Elizabeth Richardson whose parents are not identified. 
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She was born in North Carolina, 21 February 1784; she died in 
Rutherford County, North Carolina, and was buried beside her 
husband in the Rock Springs Baptist Church Cemetery. She was 
a@ member of the Methodist Episcopal Church for rifty-four years. 

Laxton Lynch emigrated to Rutherford County in 1795 or 1797 
and he was accompanied by a eee Elias Lynch, also of Virginia. 
Laxton is believed to have lived with a farm family in the area 
of Broad River and worked on their farm. It is said that the 
most valuable item brought to fotherPard Geunty by Laxton was 
a green bottle. Glass was manufactured in Virginia, but was 
very rare in this section of North Carolina due to the mountains 
separating it from Virginia and the poor transportation. The 
people made their own medicine but had very few glass containers 
to keep it in. 

Between the years 1820 until 1830, the records at Rutherford 
County Court House sbow that Laxton Lynch received land grants 
from the State of North Carolina totaling 221 acres. In return, 
he was required to pay ten dollars per one hundred acres granted 
and to pay yearly or as otherwise directed those sums of money 
specified by the North Carolina General Assembly, agua’: 

These tracts of land were 69 acres on the south side of Main Broad 
River entered 17 April 1820, 10 acres on the north side of Main 
Broad River near Wolf Shoals and running plowge the river bank ,down 
stream entered 20 October 1826, 36 acres ai enue Beals and 
joining Elias Lyncu's property entered 16 January 1829, lO acres 
on Main Broad River entered 31 August 1829, and 66 acres on 

Main Broad River connecting with the Elias Lynch lands entered 


ll January 1830. Each of these land grants included a provision 
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that the said land must be registered in the Rutherrord County 
Court House within one year of the date of the grant or the grant 
was void. The first recorded grant on 17 April 1820, makes 
vareranss to the line ot a 50 acre tract owned by Laxton Lynch 
but there are no other records: ot this tract of land. He acquired 
lands from time to time by deed also and some transactions are 
recorded where he sold some large tracts of land. At the time of 
his death, Laxton Lynch still owned 459 acres of land. In 1865, 
his son Ahi jah Oliver registered a deed for 200 acres of land on 
Knob Creek that he had Hora hewel from ‘Laxton Lynch on 8 August 
Le ts 

The will book that contained the will of Laxton Lynch has 
been lost or misplaced at the Rutherford County Court House, but 
according to the will book index William M, Rucker, his son-in- 
law, was the administrator of the estate. A deed recorded 15 
December 1858, for a transaction made in 1856, gives much intor- 
mation about the Laxton Lynch estate. The Lynch farm on Broad 
River was sold for three thousand dollars to a son-in-law, G. We H. 
Whiteside. This included 459 acres of land and the house in 
whicn Elizabeth Lynen the widow of Laxton [gnats Lived Elizabeth 
Lynch tnén lived with the Whiteside family the rest of . her life.

His name appears frequently in the deed 
books(at the Polk Gounty Court Hcuse) from 1852 until 
1866, and much of this land is listed as being along 
the Green River. He also appears to have owned 
slaves and on 25 May 1857, a bill of sale reveals 
that he sold one Negro man by the name of Walker, 
(27 years) who wes a slave to him for life, to W.R. 
Allen for cne thousand dollars.

and Elizabeth (Richardson) Lynch, was born in Rutherford County, 


North Carolina, 27 September 1813; he died there 25 January 1885, 
and was buried in the Rock Springs Paptist Church Cemetery, between 


his two wives. 
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He married Eleaner Green 15 January 1835, in Rutherford 
County. Eleaner Green was born 30 October 1808; she died at Uree 
in Rutherford County ¢8 January 1861, and was buried in the Rock 
Springs Cemetery. She was a member of the Baptist Church the 
_ last twenty-two years of her life. 

Ahijah Oliver Lynch was a farmer and a primitive Baptist 
‘Minister. He is said to have been @ very good preacher and his 
accomplishments in this religious work include credit for having 
assisted in organizing the Piney Knob Baptist Church in Rutherford 
County. He set up a very sterniset of. rules for membership and 

the men of the church were required to abide by them or face espul- 
sion from the church. He also served his section of the county 
well by performing many marriages for both white and black couples. 
He purchased two hundred acres of land on Knob Creek in Uree, North 
Carolina, from his father for four hundred and fifty dollars in 
1836. On this land, he then built a large two story farm house 
which took two years to complete. The house was built in 1851 and 
the chimney was rebuilt in 1853 and the date placed on a rock of 
the chimney. Ahijah carried on a successful farming operation and 
from time to Binz ip bought and sold a number of tracts of land. 

One of Ahijah's household possessions was an old mantel clock 
which he purchased for fourty dollars in gold in 1846. This clock 
has been kept in the family and today (1972) it is in the possession 
of Anna Laura (Lynch) Carpenter of Rutherfordton, North Carolina.

It is said that she 
was a very dedicated Christian woman who lead family worship 
frequently in her home and was very dedicated to her church, her 
home, her husband, and her family. At the time of her death, her 
youngest child was only five days old. She placed her trust in 
God and assured her family that she did not tear death. She then 
asked for her new baby to be placed at her side and called in each 
of the whi iéven, both hers and those by her husband's first marriage, 
and talked with them about their veligione Sonvicttoss, After this, 
she made all the plans for her funeral “a burial, talked with her 
doctor about his religion, and assured him that she knew he had 
done all he could for her condition. She then grew very weak and 
life soon departed from her. It is said that such triumphant faith 
as Esther exhibited on her dying bed we seldom see, even among 
Christians, at the point of death. Esther is said to have been 
an adopted child and to have had one sister. Her parents hai died 
when she was very young. |

(Ahi jah bt4ven, sr.3, Laxton®, 
William!), son of Ahijah Oliver and Eleaner (Green) Lynch, was: born* 
in Rutherford County, North Carolina 7 September 1839. He is believed 
to have died in Polk County, North cuvolina day.1oLd and was buried 
in the Rock Springs Baptist Church Cemetery near the graves of his 


parents. 
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He married Marcissie (of Narsises) Whiteside (or Whitesides) 
5 March 1868, in Rutherford Sounty. She is buried in the eee 
Gap Baptist Church Cemetery in Polk County, North Carolina, the 
Mills Springs Community. 

During the Civil War, Ahijah Oliver Lynch served with Company 
C, 3th’ Regiment, North Ganon Troops, Confederate States of 
America. The 34th was organized at High Point, North Carolina in 
October 1861, and spent this first winter at Raleigh drilling. 

In the seene of 1862, they were attached to Pender's Brigade at 
Richmond, Virginia. They were later Placed’ under the command of 
General Stonewall Jackson and for the next three years they were 
involved in many of the difficult campaigns of the war. They 
suffered greatly from shortages of food, clothing, and supplies 
as well as Gisease and a great loss of men in battle. On 1 April 
1865, the Confederate lines between the 34th and Petersburg 
were broaken so they retreated to the Appomattox River, marched 
all night, and joined General Lee's main army at day break. The 
Battle of Appomattox Court House followed and on 9 April 1865, 
General Lee was forced to surrender. Ahijah Oliver Lynch is said 
to have served throughout the entire war with the 3th, and to have 
been present at Appomattox whan the war ended. . 

He brought a cannon ball home from the war and this souvenir 
is anid te have been his most prized meeeeawlnns He was heart 
broaken'when one of his deuchtane, Ella, secretly sold it to her 
cousin, Graham Lynch, son of Posie, for fourty cents. 

Ahijah Oliver Lynch purchased a farm in Polk County, North 


Carolina, built a house there, and farmed and raised his family. 
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He raised sugar cain for making molasses, and sweet and Trish potatoes 
for market. The nearest market was Spartanburg, South Carolina, 

and the products eas: temic gah tad by mule’ and wagon. He also 

raised corn on the farm, not for market, but to supply the family 
with corn products and to feed the animals. Tobacco was also raised 
for personal use and Mr. Lynch would pay his children ten cents per 
dozen for twisting this home-grown tobacco into plugs. In his old 
age, Ahijah's mind left him-and his last few years were spent ‘in 


a wire fence because of the seriousness of his condition.

He served with the Sth Battalion of Junior Reserves | 
end they entered the active army in 1862 when the sixteen year aie 
were called up, and he served fattheoriy until the end niieehe wee 
He served in succession at hubev its, Salisbury, Cape Fear, and 
Fort Fisher, and then he jcined General Lee's army in Virginia 


where he remained until the end of the war. He experienced many x 


frigthful hardships. The Confederate soldiers' uniforms were in 
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_ rags, they had no shoes, and they frequently had to eat what they 
could pick up. Cebern Sharon Lynch remembered having frequently 
made a meal of the corn that had been lei't by the horses. He would 
gather this corn near deserted calvary quarters and parch it in the 
fire. For his services with the Confederacy, he received no pay. 
He witnessed Generel Lee's sunoeindee and long remembered the splen- 
Gid speeches which the General had made beforehand to keep up the 

spirits of his soldiers. Mr. Lynch of ten described the appearance 

| of Generals Lee and Grant at the point of surrender. He remembered 
how soldierly and trim General Lbe wasand how General Grant was 
clad in a very disorderly fashion. 

After the war had ended, Cebern Sharon Lynch, as many other 
broaken hearted Confederate soldiers, was left to make his own 

way home. He traveled on foot across the Blue Ridge mountains, 

taking the southern course of the Blue Ridge and always keeping 

the familiar range in sight. Food and lodgingwere scarce and 

many homes where he stopped had not heard that the war had ended 

so Cebern, as many other southern soldiers, was often mistaken 

for a deserter. The people were more often willing to give food 
than lodging so most of the nights on the journey were spent under 


. 


the stars. Yet, even this was less hardship than the camps in 


Virginia and the toil of the war.

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teacher. Until this time, the schools operated only two to three 


months per year, now they were to operate ten months and Cebern 


aided her in finding pupils. He later held such public jobs as 


keeper of the County Home for the aged and, at one time, he was 


the sheriff. He was always a kind hearted man and willing to give 


help and aid to the needy. His step-mother died, leaving four 


young children and a sick husband, so Cebern and his wife cared 


for this family and raised these children as well as raising eight 


children of their owns Tll health forced him to retire from 


farming the last few years of hikb lifes At the time of his: death, 


he was one of the last Confederate soldiers living in Rutherford 


County.

Tragedy struck iva Lynch home in 1919 as the death angel took 
Alfred's wife, Halic, and his new born son,. Albert. He was left 
with six small children to rear and a large farm to operate. This 
task Alfred tackled alone, and ne bietere ponariind, 

In 1922, he bought his first motor vehicle; this was a Model 
T Ford truck. The truck quickly replaced the horse and wagon trips 
to market and gave him quicker and easier access to thé marke t. 
After Alfred's last daughter married and left home, his only 
living son, Laxton, moved back to his father's home with his wife 
and family to help cerns the farm. This arrangement lasted 
about four years, then Alfred lived alone and farmed for about 
three years. Finally, about 1944, he sold his farm and ae to 
live with his oldest daughter to spend the days of his old age. 

It is said that through out his long life, Alfred always followed 
the family tradition of voting Democrat.
